Pageantry Marks 
Canonization Of 
St. Catherine 


Sister Of Charity Becomes 
8th Servant Of God To Be 
Named A Saint This Year 


Rome, July 28 —(NC)— The 
glorious pageantry which marked 
the canonization of St. Catherine 
Laboure by His Holiness Pope 
Pius XII in St. Peter’s Basilica 
here today was a profound con- 
trast to the lowliness of the Sis- 
ter of Charity to whom Our Lady 
revealed the Miraculous Medal. 


While millions of Catholics 
throughout the world wore the 
medal during the run’s lifetime, 
the Christian world, including the 
reigning Pontiff, Pope Gregory 
XVI, who had personally held the 
Miraculous Medal in high regard, 
did not know the author of the 
medal. Only the nun’s confessor, 
Father Aladel, knew the secret 
and from him she had exacted a 
promise that he never tell anyone 
her name, 


Also remarkable about St. Cath- 
erine, who today became the eighth 
saint canonized by the Holy Fa- 
ther during the first seven months 
of this year, is the fact that the 
introduction of her cause was not 
suggested by her community but 
by the late Cardinal Masella, then 
Prefect of the Sacred Congrega- 
tion of Rites, the very congrega- 
tion whose duty it is to check 
carefully. the virtues of the ser- 
vants of God proposed for the 
honors of the altar. 


It all came about when the Holy 
See was petitioned for a feast day 
in honor of Our Lady of the Mir- 
aculous Medal. Accompanying 
the petition, forwarded to Cardi- 
nal Masella, were documents re- 
counting the apparitions. The 
story so impressed the Cardinal 
that he urged the superiors of the 
Sisters of Charity to begin the 
process for Catherine’s beatifica- 
tion. When the Sisters hesitated, 
pointing out that it was the spirit 
of their rule to shrink from glory, 
the Cardinal declared: “If you do 
not undertake this cause, I will do 
so myself.” The cause was begun 
in 1895.

Bishops Of Hungary Exhort 
Faithful To Use Franchise, 


Testing Candidates Carefully

Budapest, July 28—(By Radio, NC)—The Bishops of 
Hungary have directed an appeal to the country’s voters to 
exercise their right to vote at the general elections scheduled 
for August 31 “in full recognition of the responsibilities of 
conscience” and to judge carefully whether candidates “give 
sufficient guaranty for exercising their mandate faithfully, 


free of any influence and inde- 
pendent of all individual inter- 
ests.” 

The Bishops, whose session here 
was presided. over by His Emi- 
nence Joseph Cardinal Mindszen- 
ty, refrained “from expressly sup- 
porting any political party,” and 
begged God “to grant His illu- 
minating and benevolent help to 
our Hungarian people in this crit- 


ical period of country and nation.” 
The Bishops’ meeting took place 
on the same day when the Hungar- 
ian parliament, elected in No- 
vember, 1945, was dissolved by a 
decree of President Zoltan Tildy. 
All Hungarian Bishops, both of 
the Latin and Greek Rite, were 
represented, with the exception 
of Bishops Louis Shvoy of Szkes- 
fehervar, and Stephen Madarasz 
of Kassa, both of whom were ill. 
It is no exaggeration to say that. 
the whole nation looked forward 
with the deepest interest to the 
pronouncement of the Bishops. 
Hungarian Catholics represent 70 
per cent of the population—a fac- 
tor politicians have to reckon with 
at the forthcoming elections. 
Following the meeting, this cor- 


respondent was received by the| God 


Bishops who gave him the follow- 
ing declaration for delivery to the 
waiting journalists: 


“After having thoroughly ex- 
amined, in connection with the ap- 
proaching elections, the present 
political situation and the possi- 
bilities of manifestation, the Hun- 
garian Bishops declare themselves 
obliged to refrain from expressly 
supporting any political party. 


“The Bishops, however, admon- 
ish the faithful to exercise their 
right to vote—insofar as the mod- 
ified election law has not deprived 
them of their franchise—in full 
recognition of the responsibilities 
of conscience. 


“Examine carefully how those 
whom you desire to vote for have 
behaved in the past and behave 
at the present time. Judge can- 
didates whether they give suffi- 
cient guaranty for exercising their 
mandate carefully, free of any in- 
fluence and independent of all in- 
dividual interests.

Needs Help To 
Counteract Work 
Of Materialists 


So Declares Commission 
Which Toured Occupied 
Germany And Austria 


Washington, July 28 — (NC) — 
Root of Germany’s problems toda 
is spiritual, and men of good will 
must help immediately to counter- 
act work of twelve years of crass 
materialism in that country, ac- 
cording to a joint statement made 
by a group of 14 American qerey- 
men who have returned to Wash- 
ington after a month-long tour of 
American occupation zones in Ger- 
many and Austria. 

Bishop Bryan J. McEntegart of 
Ogdensburg, N. Y., Msgr. James H. 
Griffiths, Chancellor of the Mili- 
tary Ordinariate, and Msgr. Ed- 
ward J. Quinn, of Our Lord Chrrst 
the King church, Cincinnati, are 
Catholic members of Commission, 
which was appointed by the war 
department. 

The group had left Washington 
on June 23 and on its tour visited 
in Rome, Geneva, Vienna, Berlin, 
Munich, Berchtesgaden, Garmish- 
Partenkirchen, Oberammergau, 
Salzburg, Nurnberg, Ansbach, 
Heidelberg, Darmstadt, Frank- 
furt, Hamm Cemetery and Paris. 
Individuals among the party made 
many side trips of especial interest 
to them personally. 

“At every place the utmost cour- 
tesy and hospitality were extended 
by General Lucius Clay and his 
command,” members of the group 
stated upon their return here. 
“There was unfailing good will, 
understanding and cooperation 
among the members of the com- 
mission during the entire trip.” 

Uniting with other members of 
the commisssion, Bishop McEnte- 
gart issued a statement upon his 
arrival here in which it was de- 
clared that “the members of the 
commission were particularly im- 
pressed by the candor and general

part in it, His Eminence Bernard 
Cardinal Griffin, “Archbishop of 
Westminster, warned against the 
introduction of compulsory mem- 
bership and of State control of the 
unions, which would be “against 
our innate sense of freedom,” and 
denounced unofficial strikes, now 
impeding the country’s industrial 
recovery. 


Addressing the annual diocesan | 


meeting of the Catholic Trade 
Unionists Association, the Car- 
dinal urged all Catholic union 
members to join this organization, 
because by doing so, they would be 
“enabled to play their real part 
in the trade union movement and 
to secure social justice and proper 
working condiitions for themselves 
and the other members.” 
“By so doing, Catholics 
encourage each other to perform 
their daily work in a Christian 
spirit,” the Cardinal said. “They 
will naturally study the social 
principle expressed so clearly in 
the encyclical letters of the Popes. 
Being so informed they will be 
able to apply those principles in 
the solution of the various pro- 
blems which continually arise.” 
Compulsory membership, His 
Eminence added, would do more 
harm than good to the 
unions themselves. Appealing. to 
Catholics to take an active part 
in the unions, he called attention

They Overlook St. Paul’s 
Admonition On Teachings 
Other Than Christ’s 


TT Right Rev. Malcolm E. Pea- 
body, Bishop of the Episcopal 
Diocese of Central New York, 
speaking at a banquet prepared by 
the Utica (New York) Council of 
Churches recently made a plea for 
Church Unity as “a solution against 
fear.” It is a strange church unity 
which the Bishop had in mind. He 
advocated unity under which all 
Protestant denominations would 
each retain what it taught and 
stood for because “each type of 
religion needs the other in order 
to survive.” 


He divided the various religions 
in the world into three groups: 
(1) The Catholie type, “which re- 
gards the Church as central and 
which includes the Orthodox, Ro- 
man and high Episcopal churches.” 


(2) The classical Protestant type 
“which embodies the placing of the 
Bible above the church and in 
which ethics are ordered by it. In 
this type are included the Latheran, 
Presbyterian and other denomina- 
tions.” 


(3) The fellowship type, “which 
finds authentic religion in com- 
munal experience and exalts the 
personal devotion to Christ. In- 
cluded in this type are the Meth- 
odists, Congregationalists and Bap- 
tists.” 


Having thus divided the reli- 
gions of the world into three 
groups fhe Bishop said: “The 
qualities of each type should be 
embodied in an ecumenical church.” 


How St. Paul 
Would Answer 


Now we wonder how St. Paul 
would have handled the same sub- 
ject, for did he not declare “if any 
one, even an angel from Heaven 
should preach a different gospel 
from what I have preached, let him 
be accused?” Did he not remind 
those to whom he addressed his 
epistles that they must be “of one 
heart and one mind,” that there 
must be no divisions among them? 


If the Bishop had gone back four 
centuries he would have discovered 
the “ecumenical Church,” a single 
Christian body to which all nations 
belonged; the kind of Church en- 
visioned by Christ when “in His 
last prayer” be besought the Heav- 
enly Father to keep united in faith 
all His followers. He had previous- 
ly commissioned His Apostles and 
their successors to teach “all things 
whatsoever I have commanded 
you,” and He had ordered the laity

Never has a situation been so 
badly misrepresented as_ that 
which obtained in North College 
Hill, a suburb of Cincinnati, where

Many of us out here in the middle-west were wondering why 
the Holy Cross College baseball team failed to appear in either the 
ctionals or the finals of the national intercollegiate tournament 
Id recently on the exceptionally fime field at Western Michigan Col- 
lege in Kalamazoo. Now comes a letter from Edward J. Foley, Jr., 
@ Holy Cross alumnus, who resides in Kenmore, N. Y., which clears 
up the situation. 

“Just a few lines to give you some late information on Holy 
Cross,” writes Mr. Foley. “A few months ago you expressed hope 
that Coach Jack Barry would come up with one of his old time 
baseball teams and give the Catholic schools another national 
sports championship. Well, Jack came up with quite a team. The 
nine from Worcester, depending on three freshmen pitching aces 
ae a few more first year men in strategic positions, won 15 and 

st two. These two defeats, incidentally, were by two Catholic 
elubs—Providence College, as you were so quickly informed, and 
Beton Hall. 

“Following the Seton Hall loss the Crusaders immediately 
went on the all-winning path and won their last 12 in suecession. 
During this streak they also met and upset the hard-hitting Bes- 
ton Braves by a 9-8 count. They even outslugged the Beantowners. 
15-10. A great feat on the part of the Holy Cress team was its 
sweep of the three-game series with Boston College. This is 
never an easy task. 

“Yale was picked to represeht District No. 1 in the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association tourney. Yale had a 9-3 record 
in the Eastern Intercollegiate League. Holy Cross met and 
defeated Eastern League teams seven times, losing to none. 
Harvard was beaten, 8-7 and 4-2; Brown went down, 5-1 and 9-5; 
it was 13-0 over Dartmouth; 4-2 over Colgate and 7-3 over 
Columbia, A scheduled contest with Yale itself was rained out. 

“Holy Cress’ apparent superiority over Eastern League .op- 
ponents should conceivably have called for at least a playoff en- 
gagement between Yale and the Crusaders to decide the eastern 
representative in the NCAA finals at Kalamazoo. I wonder if 
holding the tourney at New Haven could have influenced the de- 
cision? 

“Besides her three defeats in the Eastern League, I know 
Yale also lost to Maryland. Incidentally, your friend, Jim O’Leary, 
was elected captain of next year’s Holy Cross track team.”

“1. The first paragraph of the 
sermgn stated: ‘Il am not going 
to speak of psychiatry, which is a 
perfectly valid science, dealjng with 
definite types of mental diseases; 
I am not speaking of psychoanaly- 
sis in general, which:in its method 
has rediscovered on its fringes the 
the doctrine of original sin: I 
am speaking only of a particular 
type of psychoanalysis called 
Freudianism which is based upon 
four assumptions: materialism, he- 
donism, infantilism and eroticism, 
and this, only to the extent that it 
denies and would supplant confes- 
sion.’ 

“(2) What was reported? The 
report in one of the New York 
papers (New York Times) had no 
sentence which was correctly quot- 
ed, and several which were dis- 
tortions. One other newspaper, 
(The Herald Tribune) had no re- 
porter at the Cathedral. It receiv- 
ed its information by telephone 
from the reporter of the first news- 
paper, according to the reporter of 
the first newspaper, and in rewrit- 
ing the story, the second newspaper 
made it appear that I had con- 
demned psychiatry.

“(3), The point of discussion is 
not the Catholic Church and Sci- 
ence, nor have I ever presented my- 
self as the spokesman of the 
Church on the subject of psychi- 
atry except to praise it when it 
remains within the limits of the 
scientific. Catholics in psychiatry 
do not make Freudianism Catho- 
lic, any more than Catholics in 
physics make atomic bombs: moral. 

“(4), I am, however, a spokes- 
man df the Catholic Church when 
I say that any positive denial of 
sin on the part of Freudian psycho- 
analysis, renders that science in- 
adequate for the handling of the 
problems which effect the whole 
man. 

“(5), My criticism of psycho- 
analysis as a substitute for the 
confessional because it substitut- 
ed sublimation for absolution, was 
‘not nearly as universal a criticism 
‘as that made against the whole 
‘Freudian position by such »hil- 
osophers as William Ernest Hock- 
ing, or by Arthur Koestler, who 
criticizes Freud because ‘freedom 
as a datum of experience hardly 
plays any role in the Freudian sys- 
tem’: or by Reinhold Niebuhr, who 
describes Freud ‘as arriving at con- 
clusions as nihilistic in their char- 
acter as Nietzsche’; or by Dr. Alex- 
ander R. McLean of the Mayo 
Clinic, Rochester, Minnesota, who 
asks: ‘Can we, through some dis- 
torted psychiatric concepts excuse 
the loss of civilian virtues—mor- 
als? Should we disguise our psychi- 
atric failures and thus lose the 
scientific virtue—truth ?’

Birth Prevention 
Is Intensified 


Observers Watch To See 
What Develops In 
Occupied Areas 


BY J. J. GILBERT 


Washington, July 28—(NC)— 
There has been a great increase 
in birth control propaganda ap- 
pearing in the public press in re- 
cent days, and some observers here 
are watching to see if it will re- 
veal the pattern of a comprehen- 
sive plan to extend its program 
at home and abroad. 

One of the most striking recent 
developments was the press con- 


ference which Dr. Abraham Stone, | ‘7 


long-time associate of Margaret 
Sanger in the work of the Planned 
Parenthood Federation, gave upon 
his return from a meeting on 
Family and Population held in 
Paris. It was said at the time that 
Dr. Stone had been named a dele- 
gate to this meeting by the Na- 
tional Council, at the request of 
the State Department, 

Dr. Stone told the American 
press that it is “essential” that 
“we help the doctors of Germany 
who are eager to obtain infor- 
mation about planned parenthood.” 
He said the Hitler regime sup- 
pressed birth control practices, but 
that “the doctors of Germany are 
being liberated today and want 
help,” and that “I feel we should 
provide them with information and 
material.” 


What is more, Dr. Stone said 
he was going to ask Washington to 
take action in this situation. It 
will be watched here, to see what 
representations Dr. Stone makes, 
and what reaction it stirs on the 
part of the United States Govern- 
ment. It could not be ascertained to 
what extent the State Department 
was interested in Dr. Stone going 
to the Paris meeting. It has been 
previously reported, however, that 
Charles E. Saltzman, newly-named 
Assistant Secretary of State for 
Occupied Areas, is a member of 
the board of directors of the Plan- 
ned Parenthood Federation, and 
that Undersecretary of State Wiil- 
liam L. Clayton is a member of the 
national advisory board of the 
same group. 


Dr. Stone’s suggestion does not 
sound as drastic as the proposal 
of his co-worker, Mrs. Sanger, that 
there be a 10-year moratorium on 
births in the “hungry” countries, 
but it is possible that, with official 
encouragement, it could produce in, 
Germany conditions as grave as 
were threatened by the now-dis- 
credited Morgenthau Plan. Dr. 
Stone said that, because German 
doctors do not. have the material 
and information which American 
birth controllers could give them, 
women were “indulging in the very 
dangerous practice of self-abor- 
tion.” At least some authorities on

They feel that their prayers 
have been answered, Mrs. O*Leary 
said.

Father Cox himself 
had recovered in boyhood from a 
serious eye ailment after applying 
Lourdes water, and in thanksgiv- 
ing has led many pilgrimages to 
the shrine in France. 

In the course of time Sally’s 
condition improved, but she was 
still badly crippled from the waist 
down. At the age of six months 
surgeons applied casts to correct 
this condition, and through the 
years they performed minor op- 
erations in the spinal region. At 
the age of five, Sally was fitted 
with braces and began to learn te 
walk, 


All this time, her mother con- 
tinued to apply Lourdes water and 
to beseech the Blessed Virgin Mary 
to intercede with God for her 
daughter. As Sally improved she 
was taken each Sunday evening 
to Father Cox’s church, Old St. 
Patrick’s, to take part-in his con- 
tinuous novena in honor of Our 
Lady of Lourdes. 

Before they went to Lourdes, 
Sally could walk considerable dis- 
tances while wearing her braces 
and holding some one’s hand. 
Without the braces, she was able 
to get around some, but her ankles 
were extremely weak and tende 
to turn. She has now discard 
her braces and walks unaided, al- 
though still wearing special shoes 
to support her ankles. 

“When she got off the plane at 
Pittsburgh,” Mrs. Sherry said, 
“shes walked into the administra- 
tion building at the airport un- 
assisted and without braces. She 
went so fast in fact that relatives 


cautioned her to slow up. 


“I noticed that she somehow 
looked different. There was :n 
improvement that could be seen 
in her face. Her eyes are more 
mobile, and her body less rigid, 
The lifting of her spirits is re- 
markable. Her mind has been 
good right along. She is taught 
by a teacher who comes to the 
house and she has always passed 
to the next class each year. But 
it seems to me that she has been 
deepened by her visit to Lourdes. 
She seems—well, more grown up.”

ito Brussels for a well-earned few 
‘months of rest. 

Father Systermans said that in 
the time of Father Damien, the re- 
nowned “Apostle of the Lepers,” 
there were 1,200 lepers on the 
island. Today, he said, there are 
8320, of whom 200 are Catholics. 
He related that the headway 
against the disease has been ac- 
complished by sanitation. 

“The Molokai lepers are not un- 
happy,” Father Systermans said. 
“Most of them have accepted their 
sickness in a Christian way. Those 
who are able to work a few hours 
each day are paid for their labors. 
Swimming, motion pictures and 
sports are the principal recrea- 
tions. 

“The lepers live in homes 
which they have built themselves. 
Leprosy is not contracted as easily 
as it is supposed. I know of an 
instance of a woman whose hus- 
band was a leper. She lived with 
him on Molokai for 16 years and 
after he died, she left the settle- 
ment. She was immune from the 
disease.” 

Father Systermans said that a 
group of Franciscan Sisters aid in 
work at the colony. The Mother 
Superior, he said, had known and 
worked with Father Damien.
